I he Army Corps of Engineers is willing to 
proceed with plans for a S I.5 million marina at 
Kingston Point hut would drop those plans if 
the city, county or state disapproves either b e­ 
cause of the cost or b ecause of adverse environ­ 
mental impact. 
I he Corps of Engineers held a pub lic hear­ 
ing W ednesday night in the Council Chamb ers 
of the new city hall on Meadow Street. I he 
hearing was attended b y some 
100 persons: 
ab out 13 expressed an opinion on the project, 
most opposed it. 
Representing the Corps of Engineers were 
Major Donald Anselm ( who chaired the meet­ 
ing), assistant engineer for pub lic works; John 
Zam itt, chief of tfie regional rivers and harb ors 
division,- Donald Frank, project engineer for 
the Kingston proposal and Rob ert Campb ell 
pub lic affairs officer for the district. Alex Gron- 
\:lle, representing the State Division of Parks 
and Recreation was also in attendance along 
with M ayor Francis R. Koenig, Alderman-at- 
Large 
I 
Rob ert Gallo and memb ers of the 
Common Council. 
Z am itt outlined the b asic tenants of the 
preliminary study which call for the construc­ 
tion of a m arina to dock 142 b outs with park­ 
ing for 450 cars, a launching area, raising of 
existing dikes b y three or four feet to afford 
protection to the tr.arinu, dredging the main 
channel to a depth of 10 feel, and construction 
of a walking b ridge to the Kingston Lighthouse. 


The total cost of the project, as outlined in 
the Corps preliminary plans was estimated at 
$1.5 million of which the Corps would pay 
$250,000 with the remainder made up in local 
costs. Kingston’s share was estimated at ab out 
•5625.000. 


As outlined b y Jay H ogan from the city 
engineer’s office, who worked with the Corps on 
the preliminary plans, the dredging would cost 
5100.000 
b uilding the b reakwater would cost 
5160,000; b ulkheads would cost $150.000 and 
parking facilities would cost $200,000. 
Frank Fnb b ie of 20 Crane Street was the 
first speaker and came out “definitely opposed’’ 
to the project. Fab b ie noted that in 19 70 the 
citv’s application to the state to expand its land­ 
fill into the adjoining lagoon had b een denied. 
He cited the danger to wildlife from the project 
outlined b y the Corps last night. He said the 
spending of ,5625.000 b y the city on that project 
was “ foolhardy” and said the money could b e 
b etter spent in upgrading the city’s parks. Fab ­ 
b ie said he was in favor of a park at Kingston 
Point b ut not a marina. 
Z am itt pointed out that if the adverse ef­ 
fects to the environment definitely outweighed 
the b enefits of the project that it could b e 
ab andoned b y the Corps. 
Rob ert Ackert raised a point cited b y sev­ 
eral other persons that the marina would serve 
onlv 342 persons (the num b er of b oats) and 
that the rest of » he city residents would have to 
pay for it. Ackert estimated that the city would 
take in only $50,000 a year from b oat rentals 


and concessions and that the marina would 
prove a b urden on the taxpayers. “ The only 
thing we’ll get is the b oat launching ramp,” he 
said. “ I can’t see why the city was chosen for 
the marina.” Zamitt pointed out that the citv 
wasn’t “ chosen,” that the city had asked the 
Corps for the study. 
W illiam 
Dwyer, 
whose

D wyer’s Boat Basin on the Rondout Creek, was 
“quite opposed” to the proposal. “They will b e 
removing an area (of wildlife) north of the 
dike that they said they didn’t want removed 
south of the « .like," Dvwer said. He also said 
that sufficient b oating facilities were already 
availab le in the area and said that the marina 
would b e “ another infringement on private en­ 
terprise.” 
A lderm an Clifford G 
Sinsab augh (D-lOth 
W a rd ) claimed there w a s “ great dem and” for 
the marina, stating that “there are nowhere 
near half the b erthing spaces needed now avail­ 
ab le,” citing a studv taken b y the city recreation 
commission in 19 69 . 
W illiam M urray of West Hurley, speaking 
in favor, asked for “ an open mind on the pro­ 
posal.” 
“Kingston started 
a s a port city,” he said. 
“ The only alternative we have (for the water 
front area) is recreational or residential facili­ 
tie s ” M urray said the water front was now a 
disgrace. “ W e need more hearings, more figures, 
more interest ” M urray said. “ W e need the 
Cham b er of Commerce here tonight. Is there 
anyone here from the C ham b er of Commerce?” 
T he C ham b er did not have a representative.
